given, but both are unsuitable; the tint 
IB too concentrated, and the last too 
heating. They ought to be sparingly 
used, and only when ground and mixed 
with chaff, The offal of wheat Is never 
objectionable. 


Urain I* ulways more advantageously 


fed when ground or crushed, and wet 
some time previous to eating. And It is 
still better when cooked. Ou both sides 
of the Medltterranean, in theBarbary 
states, in Spain, France and Italy, much 
of the food is given in small baked cakes 
—and tho saving in this way Is much 
greater than tho expense of preparing it.
